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THE NORTH ARCTIC 
ROUTE 

IS FIFTY YEARS OLD 

The Arctic attracted several 
generations of dlscovereia, but It 
was only after the Great Octo- 
ber Socialist Revolution of 1917 
that large-6calo development of 
Iho norlhorn routes began. In 
December, 1932, the Soviet gov- 
ernment set up the Chief Admi- 
nistration of the North Arctic 
Route, which boosted the Arc- 
tic transportation volumes do- 
zens of times over. 

From the steamship "Slblrya 
kov" which made a through 
voyage from the west to the cast 
along tho country's northern 
coasts to the atomic Icebreaker 
"Arktlka" which reached the 
North Pole for tho first time in 
history— such ts the path tra- 
velled by the Soviet .Arctic sea- 
farers over the fifty years, 

The North Arctic Route h« 
become a roost important sea* 
way for the Norilsk metallurgy, 
for the Tyumen gasmen, Yeni- 
sei tlmbermen, the geologists in 
Yakulta and Chukotka. But sev- 
eral decade* ago the waterway 
was operational only during the 
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Icebreaker “Vladivostok" with following ships.

UN DOCUMENTS 


Now York. The UN General 
Assembly has adopted a resolu- 
tion at Its plenary mealing In 
which It reiterated the necessity 
of a speediest conclusion of a 
world treaty on non-usa of force 
In International relations. 

Tho draft of lids most Impor- 
tant document was sponsored by 
the Soviet Union as back as 
1976. According to Its terras, 
slates undertake to refrain from 
using force with arty kind of 
weapons. Tho draft was suppor- 
ted bv the ovoi whelming majo- 
rity of states. 

During the voting the USA re- 
fected once again the offer to 
conclndo such a treaty. The re- 
solution was carried by 119 vo- 
tes against 15. The ones who 
cast tha negative vote wero the 
USA, its 12 NATO allies, Israel 
end Japan. 

An overwhelming majority ol 


Iho Assembly members voted 
also for a resolution on the Im- 
plementation of the declaration 
on strengthening international 
security adopted In 1970 at lire 
Initiative of Ihe Soviet Union. 
The resolution voices deep pre- 
occupation wllh continuing 
growth of tension. In the world 
and appeals to all Btales to give 
affective assistance to the Imple- 
mentation of the terms of this 
important International docu- 
ment. 

Tho UN General Assembly fa- 
voured also a speediest elabora- 
tion of the code of crimes 
against peace and security of 
humanity. The adopted resolu- 
tion says that the coda will con- 
tribute towards stronger Interna- 
Ilona 1 peace and security and 
consequently to the realization 
of tho UN Charter purpo- 
ses and principles.

At the current 37th session ol 
the UH General Assembly the 
USA his challenged the world 
community on more Issues thin 
ever before. 

Washington has objected to 
the resolutions period by a deer 
majority of nations, "On an Im- 
mediate cessation and prohibi- 
tion of nuclear weapons tests’',' 
"Prohibition of chemical and 
bacteriological weapons" and 
the resolutions banning the pro- 
duction and deployment of 
binary chemical weapons as tha 
most Inhu mant. 

It opposed proposals faintly 
launched by tha socialist and 
non-aligned nations on prevent- 
ing the arms race In space end 
refilled to put its signature to 
poetically all documents con- 
firming UN allegiance to nu- 
clear disarmament ideas . and 
non-dapfoymenl . of nuclear 
weapons In non-nuclear coun- 
tries. Washington has Ignored, 
too, India's appeal to Ae nu*. 
dear power* to Jointly agree fo 
stop developing, testing end da- 
ploying new types .of nuclear 
weapons, ... . 


The US also declines tha Gen- 
eral Assembly resolutions on 
practical disarmament moves to 
release additional resources to 
help tha so do-economic ad- 
vancement of emergent nations, 
specifically tha resolution,

technological progress", whose 
draft was also submitted by so- 
cialisl and non-aligned naHons. 

Washington was also averse to 
documents passed by Ihe Gen- 
eral Assembly and stressing Ihe 
need to protect vital Interests ol 
emergent steles.

One can understand thoso who express Ihelr first lmpros- 
alon of Leontiev's performance on variety slago with one 
wordi shocking. Tho singer ts Iurowq for Ills heated rhythm 
of movement, splendid plasticity, graceful gestures, tree and 
cosy manner of singing. Valery's energetic voice seems 
boltomlesst it produces an impression that there is no noto 
that he cannot take. This helps Ihe singer change the tonality 
of well-known songs and they appear in n new way. By the 
way, a biassed reader will be quite right to say that this kind 
ol performance is not new and It Is, for Instance, used by 
the Greek singer Demis Roussos. But for Leontiev such vocal 
renovation is not an end In Itself. His original gilt lies In 
the combination of expressive voice with freedom of plastic 
movements. 

Fame came to LeonUev unexpectedly. This happened soon' 
alter Ihe TV endlencea of many countries watched his perfor- 
mance In the International Golden Orpheus competition In 
Bulgaria. He aadg "Cosmic Disco"— a song by David Tukhma- 
nov, "JJkpica Hour cm the Sun", to the' lyrics by well-known 
poet Semyon Kirsanov. Leonllov relumed from this presti- 
gious festival -to Moscow with Grand Friz, 

Unlike the slogan who prefer to work In the quiet ol 
recording studios and owe their success, to a groat extent, to 
sound operators, LeonUev strives lor personal contacts with 
Ihe audlencesi "I need a live contact with my listeners. 1 am 
trying to speak wllh them In ihe languages of music and 
plasticity about (he most Important things In a man's life— 
about love, happiness, a world without wars. 1 am trying my 
best so that whst agitates mo would agitato Ihe audience as 
well." 

Most audiences accept with pleasure the passionate boyish 
manner ol Valery though he has long stopped to be a begin- 
ner i ha has spent years working on the variety stages of dif- 
ferent cities. One must, have courage and persistence hot to 
be content with "provincial popularity" or, In oilier words, 
wide fame In narrow circles". LeonUev bad many oppor- 
tunities to train his character! after school he worked on a 
cojuirucUon project, then was a postman, an apprentice of a 
spinner. At the age ol 17 be began singing In an amateur 
group. Then he studied at the mining institute, worked at a 
mine and continued to he fond ot art: Valery not only sane 
but also acted wall Id amateur plays. Gradually ho accu- 
mutated acting skills which enabled Ihe critics to say later 
on: 'Oho range ot his abilities Is unlimited." 

LfloallB !' . Is n(,t B oin 8 to rost on laurels, realizing well 
Dial he cannot be a top variety singer without a waH-thonght 
out repertoire. Valery directs his programmes, makes sketches 
or his costumes end stitches them, In short, ho works hard on 
Ms itego Imago. Composers offer to LoonUev their new songs 
butnoi always he agrees to sing them: if it Is not "to Ms 
line ho does not accept, waits and chooses.,,
